Sidney  R.  Ross  Addresses 
Realtors  on  Eeonomio 
Conditions  in  Country 


Sidney  R.  Roas,  formerly  ol  Sas- 

kataaa  aad  bow  a  rssldant  of 

Victoria,  addresaed  the  Real  Iktate 
Board  >*e8terday.  at  noon,  on  "Some 
Aspects  of  the  Economic  Situation 
In  Canada"  as  he  saw  it  after  com- 
pillnR  flRiires  from  the  year  books 
of  the  Dominion.  He  was  afraid 
that  In  this  country  the  people  were 
getting  too  far  away  from  the  base 
of  produetlan.  Tha  wealth  of  the 
country  came  from  tha  soil.  In  his 
opinion.  Ha  was  afraid  that  this 
bp\ng  loat  al0it  of  too  asuch  In 

'■"aiiada. 

Mr  Ross  said  that  ha  was  not 
wanting  to  appear  in  any  destruc- 
tive way.  Rather  did  he  want  to  be 
constructive  in  hia  remarks.  Canada 
was  a  wonderful  land  in  the  possi- 
bility of  pradufitlon  from  tha  sou 
and  from  prhuaiy  produetlon. 

For  tha  nine  years  ending  with 
ins,  he  quoted  figures  to  show  that 
from  field  crops  there  had  been  pro- 
duced $11.3.54.000.000  worth.  The 
fore.'^t'i  in  that  time  yielded  more 
than  $2  156,000.000;  the  mines.  $2.- 
173,000.000.  and  from  the  fisheries 
there  had  been  $478,000,000.  This 
gave  a  total  production  In  tbase 
years  of  |l«4nmOOO. 

On  tba  othar  hand,  ha  iiuotad 
from  Vbat  had  baeama  oC  ttik  pio* 


ductlon.  Hm  axpendlturea  of  tha 
govsramsnla,  tha  immfc^lpallfWu.  tha 
life  Insurance,  tha  transportation 
charges,  the  wages  of  manufaeturers, 

etc  ,  touted  $22,831,000,000. 

To  Mr.  Roes  there  appeared  to  be 
some  room  for  explanation  with  re- 
spect to  the  dUIerence  in  tlie  figures. 
The  figures  for  1929  showed  a  some- 
what similar  proportion.  With  a 
produetlon  of  approximately  $1.- 
154,000,000,  there  was  belnff  aapand- 
ad  about  |2J004MW,000. 

A  few  suggestions  were  offered  by 
him  to  right  this  situation.  He  felt 
that  in  the  matter  of  tran.sportatlon 
there  .should  be  adjustments.  He 
had  submitted  to  the  Transporta- 
tion Commission,  on  Wednesday, 
figures  respecting  this  aspect  of  the 
situatUn.  It  would  be  impossible 
for  Canadians  to  pay  for  long  hauls 
in  a  competitive  buuIeA  with  other 
parts  of  the  world.  It  was  also  tm- 
reasonable  to  expect  farmers  to  pay 
8  per  cent  for  their  borrowings, 
while  transportation  companies 
secured  theirs  lor  4  per  cent.  There 
also  appeared  to  be  too  great  cen- 
tralisation of  wealth  in  the  manu- 
facturlnff  parts  of  tha  country,

About  this  time  Dr.  Jennings  was 
also  principal  and  owner  of  the  Tork 
College  of  Mua|L  wblch  contained  a 
concert  hall  capeMe  of  seating  more 
than  200  and  housing  a  fine  three- 
manual  pipe  organ.  He  had  also  a

Coming  to  Canada  In  ltlt,aao0> 
cUl  examiner  for  tho  LaaiM  Col- 
lege of  Ifusle,  Dr.  ^Mhns  teak  up 
realdcnee  in  Torkton.

CONSCRIPTION  IN  RUSSIA 


VtiM  Dochesrof  AthoU  has  written  a  book  on 
"The  Conscription  01  a  Peopte,"  dealing  with 
methods  under  tha  Soviet  refrlme  In  Russia. 
n|a'i.ifeBlt  are  Otyrm  from  the  nun-  nonk  of 
SoTlet  labor  legislation,  coupled  with  striking 
•rldence  coUected  of  the  extent  of  the  forced 
labor  in  the  country.  That  evidence  is  based  on 
ofBclal  publications  and  on  the  sworn  state- 
ments of  refugees  from  Russia.  Forced  labor  was 
bioatht  Into  effect  under  the  first  soviet  Con- 
stltutUm  to  1918.  That  decreed  that  "every 
member  df  the  population  may  be  called  upon 
to  perform  oompulsory  labor  service."  M.  Lenin  s 
"New  Ernnnmlc  Pollry"  came  into  effect  in  1924. 
Then  prison  labor  was  definitely  Invoked  to 
ilicNmn  national  production.  It  was  not,  how- 
ever, until  the  Five  Year  Plan  was  formulated 
and  made  effective  that  forced  labor  In  convict 
Md  ottwr  forma- bitMt  lo  bo  emptayod  on  a 
large  scale 

The  Duchess  of  Atholl  points  out  that  forced 
labor  la  prInellMlly  vaad  in  the  timber  camps 
and  that  It  Includes  many  political  prisoners.  It 
li  mtlmatiw*  that  there  are  from  4.000,000  to 
%j^jm  petwoa  ^rho  have  been  >  deported  to 
tompulsory  labor  In  the  last  two  years.  Refugees 
from  these  timber  camps,  particularly  those  ifa 
tho  North,  h«?«^taid  of  their  eaqjerlences  again 
and  again.  The  author  of  "The  Cnn.'^rrlptlon  of 
a  People."  summarises  their  impressions  as  fol- 
lows: "Thaf  preoant  a  terrible  picture  of  over- 
work, bad  feeding.  In.sufflclent  clothing  and  In- 
sanitary accommodation,  and  deaths  ^rom  ex- 
hausUon,  dlaeam  and  eoA  A  dally  task  Is  set 
tha  workers  which  is  far  beyond  the  power  of 
any  but  an  expert  worker's  capacity.  Failure  to 
fuimi  It  brings  reduction  of  an  already  scanty 
food  ration  and  may  mean  other  brutal  penal- 
Uei.  No  pay  is  given  in  Archangel;  In  Karelia, 
from  1  to  40  kopecs  a  day. 

The  Duchess  of  Atholl  recalls  that  "owing  to 
the  total  lack  of  fats  in  the  diet,  nearly  all  the 
prisoners  acquire  an  eye  trovbla,  hemaralopla, 
or  night-blindness  "  Some  of  these  prisoners 
have  been  shot  down  by  guards,  because  they, 
are  unable  to  see  to  the  dirtr  and  hare  gone 
outside  prohibited  bounds  Compul.sory  labor 
has  been  extended  from  the  timber  camps  to  the 
raUways  and  tha  ooal  mteaa  of  thi  Donamiaatn 

In  addition,  millions  of  peasants  have  been  col- 
lectivized against  their  wUl.  Giving  her  own 
personal  opinion  the  Duchess  of  AthoU  suggests 
that,  "as  a  first  and  Immediate  .step.  Oovern- 
ments'  crediU  should  cease,  and  the  sale  to 
Russia  of  armaments.  <x  of  maohtoery  which 
can  be  utlllaed  for  making  them,  .should  be  pro- 
hibited. And  since,  in  the  case  of  Great  BrlUin 
and  other  countries  h«flRg  commercial  treaties 
with  Russia,  time  would  be  needed  to  carry  out  a 
policy  of  prohibiUon,  whatever  steps  are  prac- 
tlaable  shonkl  ba  tahan  to  IMH  the  Bovlai  tar 
pc|rtt  jiflictNal]^."

If  we  were  doing  a  commission 
agents'  business,  which.  a.s  a  matter 
of  fact,  we  were  under  Mackenzie 
King's  rule,  our  trade  figures  would 
show  big,  but  the  beneflta  to  us 
would  be  small.  For  Instance,  if  we 
import  a  aMtor  ear  from  the  UJBJL 
at  a  cost  of  $1XMN>  and  re-esport  tt 
to  New  Zealand  at  $1,100.  our  trade 
figures  would  show  Imports  as  $1,000 
and  exports,  $1,100,  or  total  trade 
of  $2,100.  The  only  benefit  Canada 
got  out  of  It  would  be  |100.  Now  If 
a  fanner  In  Saanich  raises  a  couple 
of  heifer  cadves  and  sells  them  to, 
sair.  flbaaghal  for  $800,  our  trade 
statlstlos  would  show  only  exports 
$300;  but  the  eapect  of  those  two 
heifers  Is  of  muoh  greater  benefit 
to  Canada  than  the  motor  car  from 
the  U  S  A. 

Here  U  another  little  item  for  the 
education  of  The  Tlme.s.  When  Mr 
Mackenzie  King  waa  ruling,  we  iwed 
to  import  from  the  U.S.A.  a  certain 
food  relish,,  which  was  sold  in  the 
stores  at  25  eents  per  small  bottle. 
Since  Mr.  Bsnnatt  put  on  his  tariffs, 
that  U.S.A.  firm  has  been  eonpsOed 
to  bave  a  factcty  hi  Canada,  using 
Canadian  materlala  and  employing 
Canadian  labor,  and  the  same  article 
Is  now  retailed  by  the  stores  at  10 
cents.  Being  manufactured  in  Can- 
ada, the  sale  of  this  article  do&s  not 
appear  In  our  trade  statistics  at  all. 
but  it  la  bcdnff  sold  atnd  is  giving 
employment  to  Canadian  labor  and 
Canadian  products  ars  boufht  for 
lU  raw  iriatarials  Whan  we  re- 
member that  there  are  more  than 
a  hundred  new  factories  establLthed 
In  Canada  as  a  result  of  Mr  Ben- 
netts tarllT  policy,  employing  Cana- 
dian labor  where  formerly  Ameri- 
can labor  wa.s  employed,  and  using 
Canadian  material  where  formerly 
American  material  was  used.  It  Is 
not  nsosssary  for  me  to  point  out 
which  poUejr  Is  of  ireater  bsnsHt  to 
Canada.  ' 

The  next  comment  of  Tf»  Times 
Is  on  the  question  of  reyentie.  It 
must  be  acknowledRed  that  If  Mr. 
Mackenzie  Kln^  had  continued  to 
rule  and  been  .successful  In  his  at- 
tempt to  tie  Canadian  finances  to 
American  Industries,  then  we  would 
have  automatically  become  part  of 
the-Atterloaa  flsoal  union,  and  the 
position  would  have  bosoms  insx- 
trlcaUe.  The  tate  Liberal  Oovern- 
ment did  let  a  b«te  revenne  from 
customs  duties,  but  this  was  ob- 
tained most  unfairly  at  ths  Sipense 
of  the  BrltLsh  IXwnlnions  and  Col- 
onies It  will  be  recalled  that  most 
British  Etomlnlons  and  Colonies 
have  a  British  preferential  tariff, 
glvmg  British  producu  a  subsUn- 
ual  reduetlon  as  eompared  to  their 
tariffs  on  Amorlsan  products. 
American  prodoola  OOllld  aol  get 
In  to  compete  wMh  shwllar  foods 
made  In  Britain.  Apparently.  Mr 
Mackenzie  King  conceived  the  Idea 
of  helping  American  manufactiur-

Dadhous',^  I 'nuer.-^il  v  Halifax.  N.S. 
These  three  medals  are  lor  out- 
standing work  in  science,  hMcty 
and  Utnature,  respectively. 

A  ntlLLIANT  CAREER 

Dr  PIa.skett  ha-s  had  a  brilliant 
career  as  an  astronomer,  his  re- 
searches and  discoveries  having  won 
him  international  rMCknition.  It 
was  JfMoly  the  result  of  lUs  energy 
and  ehtlniBlaBn  that  Cghada  ha4  a 
few  mUea  out  of  yioCorla.  one  of  the 
worM's  greaAoot  obiervatoriaa.  in 
which  observations*  are  constantly 
being  carried  on  that  not  only  add 
to  the  sum. of  human  knowledge,  but 
are  in  mdMr  oassa  of  vofF'pkmolteal 
value.
